Farmers Advised 
to Get Limestone 


"Make arrangements for getting 


limestone now, and accept deliv- 
ery of the material whenever it can 
be made,", was the advice given 
farmers today' by Fred E. Durin, 
member of the Lee county AAA 
committee in charge of "the Con- 
servation Materials program. 


Mr. Durin explained that the 


supply available is limited and 
production can be maintained only 
by ordering the material early. 


"Quarries are short of help" and 


transportation facilities . are 
in 


heavy demand. If farmers wait 
until the time comes when they 
need the agricultural limestone 
for spreading, then there will be 
too large a load on quarnes, rail- 
roads and truckers, 
and more 


farmers than necessary will be 
disappointed." 


Application of limestone is one 


of the 1945 Illinois AAA conserva- 
tion practices, and payments may 
be earned for the performance o'f 
this practice. 


"It is especially important that 


farmers who plan to earn their 
farm allowance through applying 
limestone and fertilizers make 
sure they'll -get their supply by 
ordering early and taking imme- 
diate delivery. Then, if it is im- 
possible to get the material they 
will have arr.ple time to carry out 
other practices and thus earn their 
larm allowance and improve their 
soil-at the same time."

I hate to see anyone pass up a 


good opportunity, and I think a 
lot of folks are missing the boat 
on this poultry deal. . 


They're going to look at the 


price of chickens and the price of 
,eggs—particularly next fall, when, 
unless I miss my guess, eggs are 
going to bring. 15 or 16 cents a 
dozen more than they're bringing 
now—and they're going to wish 
thev had some chickens and eggs 
to sell. ' 


I was out in Iowa last week and 


at the first place 1 stopped I saw 
an ad in the local paper from 
some New York receiver asking 
for shipments of eggs. That's the 
first time in my life ' I've ever 
seen anything like that out here 
in the Middle West and it gives 
you an idea of how short eggs 
are. 


The produce man told me his 


phone rang steadily 
for 
three 


hourg 
one 
afternoon—butcher 


shops, 
hotels, 
restaurants, 
all 


wanting chickens. And 
he 
had 


none he could sell them. 


People around there are begin- 


ning to get chicks, but until the 
last couple of weeks a lot or 
chicks from that territory have 
been going down to Arkansas. If 
Arkansas 
farmers 
can 
make 


money on those Iowa chicks, then, 
to my way of thinking, Iowa 
farmers ought to be able to make 
even more! 


Get Chicks Started 


I went on to another town. And 


in the hatchery there I talked 
with a farmer who was already 
beginning to regret that he hadn't 
raised a bunch of chicks this 
winter, as he had done for the 
last few years. But as late as last 
week, he told me, when production 
goals were discussed at their AAA 
meeting, the brakes were still 
being put on far as eggs were 
concerned. 


However, in a news story from 


Washington, dated March 1. N. E. 
Dodd, chief of the AAA "directed 
an urgent plea to poultrymen to 
Vnaintam 
adequate 
production' 


this year in view of the rising de- 
mands for poultry meat and eggs. 


State AAA chairman were asked 
to 'make it clear to poultrymen 
that it is desirable to have all 
the chickens possible started in 
the early spring hatches to meet 
the need for layers and poultry 
meat, and that culling should be 
limited to the removal of un- 
profitable 
and 
unproductive 


birds.'" 
/ 


Some WFA officials are said to 


be a bit leery about putting out 
that advice. They agree we need 
the eggs and poultry meat this 
year. But they're already worry- 
ing about an egg surplus next 
spring. 


It seems to me the point now is 


to get chicks started. 


If it bccames evident later that 


laying flocks should .be reduced 
next year, there's nothing to slot) 
us from selling the extra pullets 
for meat. Goodness knows there 
will be a market for them. 


The difficulty now is that most 


hatcheries are short of hatching 
eggs. It's going to be all many ot 
them can do to fill the orders 
they already have on their books 
for March and 
April. 
Several 


hatcherymen told me they are now 
booking orders for late May and 
early June chicks. A few people 
are beginning to wake up to* the 
situation and apparently are going 
^to make up for the lost time. 
They're taking a bunch of chicks 
now and they're putting in their 
order for another lot later. 


I think it's a smart thing to do. 


We're a long way from having 
enough poultry in sight to begin 
to meet the demand this year.

that General Elsenhower outlined 
to German commanders last week. 
"The responsibility for the out- 
come of the war no longer Crests 
with the German officers," 
'.he 


general said in his broadcast ap- 
peal. ."But the responsibility for 
his men still remains." 


Xo one. probably the Germans 


least of all, expects the nazi lead- 
ers to. surrender. 
But why not 


the German officers? 
They did 


not need General Eisenhower's re- 
minder 
of 
their 
predicament. 


They know it—the Allies at the 
Rhine and Ruhr, the Red Army 
before Berlin,- the Industrial re- 
gions of Upper Silesia, East Prus- 
sia And Poscn. with parts of 
Saxony, Brandenburg and Pomer- 
anla, in Russian hands. 
• - . _ 


But they are' giving up in whole- 


sale-lots. They are fighting 
as 


long as they can and then, at least 
in the west, escaping through the 
narrowing exit of a trap. 
They 


are adept at this trick. It saved 
the Germans in Sicily, in France 
last summer, in the Belgian Bulge 
and recently above Cologne.

'will probably save them again.

commit many acts 
every day. 


Each breath he draws is "an act." 
Thus, each defendant so excluded. 
:ould be fined the total value of 
iis property, as Hitler fined the 
lews Into destitution, and con- 
demned to pribon for the rest of 
iis life. 


The Supreme court upheld Ko- 


•cmatsu's conviction. Hugo Black 
vrotc the majority opinion. 


When the New Deal was very 


•oung, Black prowled the private 
c 1 c g r a p h I c correspondence of 


countless American citizens indis- 
criminately, searching for infor- 
nation of political value to his 
political boss. 
At that time, he 


vas a member of the senate and 
vas concealing his own member- 
hip in a murderous, but. by then, 
nitmodcd gang ot" night riding re- 
igiotis and vacial terrorists. 
He 


mcl joined this mob for the most 
ontcmptiblc motive, to win votes 
or his election to a cheap politi- 
cal job as county prosecutor in 
Alabama. 


tic was an adult man at the 


imc of his election and the office 
vhich thus won was the first step 
n his advancement to the U. S. 
senate and the Supreme 
court. 


iVhcn, years later,.he was caught 
>y a reporter in the act of mem- 
)crship in an organization which 
low had become a handicap, he 
confessed that he had not been 
sincere even to his fellow gang- 
sters. He had joined them only to 
,vin support which a more con- 
scientious American should have 
spurned on any terms and had 
swindled the 
night-riding, Jew- 


baiting Alabama negro beaters of 
their votes.

In his majority opinion. Black 


•vrotc that where the proper mili- 
tary authorities arc apprehensive 
of the gravest imminent danger, 
native Americans may be excluded 
from their home neighborhoods, if 
Lhcy be of certain ancestry.

:iad the effrontery to say for the 
Supreme court 
that 
Korematsu 


was deported to a concentration 
camp, not because of hostility to 
his race, but because the proper 
military authorities had .decided 
lhat "military urgency" demanded 
that all citizens of Japanese an- 
cestry be segregated from the Pa- 
cific coast temporarily. 


Incidentally, "temporarily" has 


meant "for life" , in the cases of 
some who have died in internment 
camps. In 
thousands of 
other 


cases It has meant three years of 
imprisonment and the sacrifice of 
their 
homes, 
business interests 


and property, to'say nothing of 
their right as loyaJ, native citi- 
zens.

We finally pin Black down to

Americans of unchallenged loyalty 
may be thrown into mass camps 
because the United States happens 
to be at war with the country of 
their ancestors. 


It is a formidable proposition. 
At present, we are at war with 


Germany and thus with Austria. 
Only by political accidents and 
accidents to Hitler at that, do we 
find ourselves now on the side of 
Russia; Roumanla and Bulgaria 
and not against them. Millions of 
good Americans whose ancestors 
came from the white enemy coun- 
tries are exposed by Black and the 
majority to confiscation and im- 
prisonment for life. 
• • • 


Oddly. Felix Frankfurter, him- 


self an immigrant from an enemy 
country, Austria, concurred with 
the majority, but In a separate 
opinion whose reasoning, if any, 
eludes me. I believe It would have 
been more to the Interest of the 
United States to snatch Frank- 
furter from the bench and lock 
him up, than to interne a thou- 
.sand Korematsus in the Arizona 
.desert. 
He has long associated 


with individuals whom I regard as 
enemies of the American system 
of government which guarantees 
our liberties and possessions, no- 
tably Professor Laski, of the Lon- 
don school of economics, often an 
impudent Intruder in American 
affairs, and I would defend the 
proposition that Frankfurter and 
his 
ideological companions 
are 


more dangerous than all the Ko- 
rematsus. 
• • * 


Twenty-five years ago. In Bis- 


bee, Ariz., a band of communists 
were "deported" by the 
native 


Americans. 
The deportees were, 


in the aggregate, violent and men- 
acing aliens, including recent anti- 
American soldiers of Pancho Vil- 
la's 
Mexican 
army, 
AvHrians, 


Germans and other Europeans as 
well as some 
native American 


traitors. Some innocent and wor- 
thy Americans, .as blameless as 
Korematsu were included, how- 
ever. 


In that case, the vigilantes jus- 


tified their conduct on the ground 
of imminent danger to the.public 
safety and there was abundant 
testimony to threats and intimida- 
tion. In a formal trial this was 
held to have been the- case and a 
man accused of abduction was ac- 
quitted in a test case. Yet Frank- 
furter railed against the deporta- 
tions whereas in the present case, 
the court justifies 
even worse 


treatment of an 
innocent man 


merely because a general was "ap- 
prehensive." 


But that was to have been a 


communist insurrection, in sympa- 
thy with the Bolshevik revolution 
in Russia. 


Now finally, we find Frankfur- 


ter joining in the condemnation 
of an innocent man legally quali- 
fied to be president of the United 
States, an office to which he can't 
even aspire.
